Continuation of 13. Other: The rejection of claims 1-8 are maintained as per the Final Rejection. Examiner has considered the remarks 
of the applicant but the remarks are currently unpersuasive in part due to the following reasons. Applicant argues that the dedicated direct 
signal connection between any two clusters is not a 1 12 issue. However, applicant has not addressed the second facet of the 112. To 
reiterate the rejection, applicant first claims one or more additional pipeline registers arranged in said control connections. Thus, all 
pipeline registers claimed at that point are arranged in said control connections. The applicant further claims that said pipeline registers 
are adapted to provide a dedicated direct data signal connection between any two of said clusters. However, because of the antecedent 
basis, the same pipeline registers appear to be used simultaneously in both control connections and data signal connection. It is 
indefinite as to how this can be the case. Applicant does not address this facet of the 1 1 2 rejection. Applicant further argues that 
although the degree of access and method of communication between clusters is disclosed, a dedicated connection is never disclosed. 
Although the citation in the rejection gives one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention enough information to deduce the 
existence of a dedicated connection, Batten does explicitly disclose of this dedicated connection. See, for example, col. 13, lines 5-47, 
which disclose the connections between clusters. This includes the I connections, which go from cluster 108-1 to cluster 108-2, the J 
connections, which go from cluster 108-1 to cluster 108-3, and so forth. Also note that this is for the typical cluster 108-1 , as per col. 12, 
lines 54. Therefore, each cluster has its own connection with each of the other clusters. Also, see Figures 12 and 17 which show the I, J, 
and so forth connections leaving cluster 1 on a separate arrow and entering the different clusters on a separate arrow. Also note the M 
and N connections which go from cluster 2 to clusters 3 and 4.. 
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
